At All Costs Retain Enough Wheat 
for Seed 


In view of the generally prevai ing 
conditions it is of the utmost im- 
portance that farmers AT ALL| 
COSTS should keep out of this year’s 
crop sufficient wheat ‘for seeding 
next spring. 

It is pointed out that seed wheat is 
one of the articles‘ which the law 
makes exempt from seizure for debt, 
except in cases of executions by a 
sheriff pursuant to a judgment fol- 
lowing action in. court. Except in 
such cases, no creditor can force a 
farmer to sell wheat which’ he will 
require for seed for next year’s 
crop. ; 

“Do not allow any -pressure on the 
part of any creditor to make you 
part with the wheat you will require 
for seed.” — U.F.A, Paper.

On Top OF World 


ir ow Canadians Haa This Experience 
During Eclipse Of Moon

| Men who literally sat on top of the 


world for a moment are described by 
Dr. Willard J. Fisher, of Harvard 
Observatory in a report just publish- 
ed on the 1927 moon's eclipse. 

These men were a far-flung line of 
fur traders, trappers, missionaries 
and hunters in Northern Canada, and 
at the moment of total eclipse their 
shadows were exactly on top of the 
round, black shadow of the earth as 
it slipped over the face of the moon, 
240,000 miles distant.

in hotels, clubs or canteens.

1, The proposal to disturb the act comes from a small body 
of people whose social theories have not withstood the test of 
actual experience. 


2: The Trades and Labor Congress are on record as being 
in favor of the sale of beer-by-the-glass. 


3. By.virtue of the local option provisions of the act, commun- 
ities may extinguish a license when a majority of public opinion 
so expresses itself. 


4. No license has been. withdrawn as a result of a local option 
vote either in 1929 or 1930, though licenses attacked were at. 
points where conditions appeared to the prohibitionists, as fav- 
orable to a dry result. i 


5. In a total of 58 local option votes taken since the act came | 
into forces only four licenses have been cancelled as a result of 
votes; and these licenses were, in every case, adversely affected 
by peculiar local influence. 


6. Absence of criticism at the last two provincial elections. 


7. Hotel aecommodation, particularly at country points, has 
improved as a direct result of the act, to a standard unequalled 
in any other province. 


8. The general endorsation of the act by the travelling pub- 
lic and the willingness of the public generally to assist in enfore- 
ing the act by giving: information regarding infractions and inter- 
dicting those needing protection from their own weakness: 


9. Bootlegging and moonshining have been eliminated as re- 
munerative pursuits. This, together with strict government con- 
trol, has placed all intoxicating liquor beyond the reach of min- 
ors; fewer cases of intoxication in the police courts, in spite of 
a considerable increase in population. Leave the police of the 
province free to perform their natural functions, that of protect- 
ing the people, not taking up their time trying to enforce what 
has proved to be unenforcable legislation. Remember you can- 
not legislate men’s minds, because they will never obey a law 
they do not respect.

. 10. The operation of the act provides a large public revenue 
(4 1-2 cents of every 10c expended) this has helped to increase 
the general revenue of the province and prevent increased taxa- 
tion.
